Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

The manner by which the bottom bars are held together so as to be detachable is 
not adequately disclosed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated t>y the 
prior art as depicted in present Fig. 6. 

The magnets are in lines that are "adjacent" to respective edges of the window 
covering. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over present 
Fig. 6 in view of Wojtysiak. 

Wojtysiak shows that it is common to locate lift cords at the edges of the 
covering. In view of this teaching, it would have been obvious to provide the cords of 
Fig. 6 cioser to the edge of the covering, as well as to use more cords, so that the 
edges do not sag when the covering is drawn upwardly. 

Claims 19-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Judkins '333 in view of Phillips et al. 

Judkins discloses a headrail 10, bottom bar 21, face material 14F and liner 14R, 
each of which have cord connectors 26F.26R, respectively, and lift cords 28. The insert 
and cavity are not shown. However, such is old and well known as illustrated by Phillips 
et al at 47,46, Fig. 1 . It would have been obvious to provide such a support arrangement 
for Judkins so that the coverings could be easiliy removed. The use of tape is a well 
known expedient. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 18 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 104 and 7-16 are allowed. The prior art does not teach or suggest the 
two, facing materials having cord connectors and with lift cord extending therebetween, 
along with material forming loops below the bottom bar.
